Stockbridge, Masa.—A_ genileman in Stockbridge, 
Mass., in a letter to the Editors of the New-York Observ- 
er, dated April 4, 1831, says: 

“© A four days’ meeting waa held here last week. We 
have had oceasion to mourn over the low state of the 
church for more than twa years. A few brethren and sis- 
ters for several months, it is believed, have wept in secret 
places; yet not much waking up to duty was observed um- 
til the revivals commenced in the adjoining towns. A 
church fast was appointed and pretty well attended the first 
Saturday in March. Tt waa humbling season to some.— 
The meetings for praver, preparatory to the meeting first 
mentioned, were better attended, and on the Monday pre- 
vious to the convocation, there were found two impenitent 
sinners anxious for their auuls, both of whom were hopetul- 
ly brought into the Kingdom on the evening of the next diay. 
The four days’ meeting commenced on Wednesday last hy 
a prayer meeting at sunrise at the academy, When we 
commenced the public prayer mecting at the sanctuary at 
10 o'clock, we found a goodly number present. On the 
two succeeding days, the numbers increased, ull on Prickty 
ow house was filled. There was no sensible evidence that 
God was present to awaken sinnere till Friday noon, ‘The 
church were then requested to meet their pastor at the see- 
sion room, where, after suitable remarks by him upon our 
past and preseat situation, they resolved that in the 
strength of their Lord, they would walk more in accord. 
ance with their covenant obligations. Paring the time the 
church were engaged in this duty, the ministers and breth- 
ren from neighboring churches were engaged in prayer he- 
fow, and in that meeting an old man, 75 years of age or 
more, from a neighboring tewn, arese and sant, that he 
had come there to seek the salvation of hia soul, His head, 
he said, was whitened for the grave ; he had noe hope, and 
he wished prayers might be offered for him.  “Phis affected 
many. The afternoon service was fully attended, cad the 
solemnity on the countenances of the audience showed that 
( was there by bis Spivit. “Phe meeting in the evening 
was full to overflowing, and the solemuity and interest 
which were seen, left no roem to doubt that God the Spirit 
was there operating upon the hearts of siners At anin 
quiry meeting beld one hour previews to the pubfle services 
at the sanctuary, there were 40 present, many of whom felt 
deeply.

Before such an event could occur, it would be necessary 
for him to spread a covering of sackcloth over the heaven 
of his abode,—to put out the stars which shine in the fir- 
mament of his glory.—and to cease to be the object of 
adoration and of communicable bliss to the myriads of 
spotless intelligences who surround his glorious throne 
with songs of praise. Without such a law, there could 
be no moral government, suited to voluntary ageuts.— 
Man must be operated upon by motives. And the idea is 
altogether an illusion, by which many deceive themselves, 
that men are waiting to be awakened. Sudden conversions 
sometimes occur, but this is not the ordinary course by 
which men are brought to believe the troth. Many say 
they desire to be awakened, and think they are waiting 
like the man at the pool of Bethesda; but what do ee 
expect? Do they imagine they are to feel some physica 
force? They have no right to any such opinion. Hf men 
truly desire to be awakened, let them show that they are 
sincere by waking up. Let them resolve to do so without 
delay. Let them take up the whole subject in earnest.— 
And some. if they seem to be awakened, think they must 
labour on for weeks in darkness, and almost hopeless, he- 
fore they can think themselves warranted to believe the 
gospel and come to Christ for pardon. ‘There is no ocea- 
sion for this. An immediate acceptance of salvation by 
Christ is the command of God. The Doctor instanced 
the immediate faith in Christ of 3600 in one dav, when 
Peter preached. They acted on no false philosophy, 
doubting whether God were sincere im offering salvation 
to the penitent. The apostles preached as if they heliev- 
edin a free aalvation, and sinners accepted their message 
as the truth of God, and found salvation in a willing Sa 
viour.
